A Serious Accident.

It is cult to see how the native 
or 8 eit izen can be restricted 
in the enjoyment of any of the 
rights accorded to our citizens. 
The alien sheep owner is not so 
well grounded or protected. There 
is a late law of the United States 
which says that alien stock-grow- 
ers shall not trespass with impun- 
ity on the public domain. The 
Government may say this to aliens 
—may — 8 as it does by law, that 
they shall not feed the 8, nor 
acquire title to A nor 
mineral lands, but neither the Gen- 
eral nor the State Government can
